The facts are successfully repressed 
by the Carranza government.

How a Coal Fire Protects Itself. 

A curious war in which a fire in the 
heart of d coal pile keeps itself from 
being ‘put out is noted in a miuing 
journal. Such fires often start in the 
interior of large ‘piles of coal owing 
to heat developed by slow oxidation, 
which is prevented by the. size of the 
Pile from escaping into the alr. Such 
fires are difficult to pat out owing to 
the fact that the burning mass turns 
the coal around it into coke, which ts 
nearly impervious to water., The plie 
may thua be thoroughly drenched with. 
ont potting out the fire, which.{t never 
really reaches. The only way to deal 
with the situation Is.to drive into the 
pile a sharpened iron pipe long euough 
to reach the burning coal and theu to 
couple a hose to the upper end and 
turn on the water.

‘The whitefish ova 
being collected now will butch jn 
these jars In about five months, being 
ready for distribution next May. Plc- 
kerel break their tender shells in alx 
weeks, but are gathered as a rule jn 
May.

A Case That Puzzled a 
“Detective.

In important social centers where 
Persons congregate who are interested 
in passing themselves off for more than 
they are worth there are’ establish- 
ments where jewelry, fine clothes and 
other articles intended for display may 
be hired. There is no better location 
for such a business than a gambling 
center where crowned heads, nobles, 
capitalists and such Uke are to ue 
found in large numbers. 

At Monte Carlo there was ten years 
ago tho firm of Dorel & Co., whose 
stock of Jewels was worth several mi!- 
lion franca. They would loan these 
gems, charging therefor an nmount 
equal to S per cent a month on the 
money invested In them. Their inten- 
tfon was to loan only to persons in 
good standing, but since they took n 
risk on any one they let have their 
Jewels they hired detectives to keep all 
their debtors in sight and if possible 
forestall any loss, « 

A grent many Americans risit Monte 
Carlo, and occasionally one of them 
would apply to Messrs, Dorel & Co, for 
the wherewltbal to make a display, 
Since an American knows|more about 
America and Americans Yan Euro- 
peans know about them the firm ‘con- 
cluded to send to New York for a de- 
tectlve to occupy this especi , Held. 
Harry Havens was sent by romt- 
nent detective agency and straight 
away entered upon‘his duties, 

Hhvens for the purpose of trial was 
set to watch a man who purported to 
have descended from ‘one of the old 
Dutch settlers of New York. He was 
Known as Heiliger Van Zant. He told 
Mr. Dorel, head of the loan firm, that 
his family, though impoverished, still 
held a high social position In New 
York society. He had followed a Rus- 
slan heiress to Monte Carlo whom he 
was desirous of marrying. He needed 
clothes and 2 moderate amount of jew- 
elry that he might make a suitable ap 
pearance, As for money, he had enough 
of that to enable him to make neces- 
sary expenditures. 

He was furnished with what he 
asked, and Havens was set to look 
after him, though his story was be 
Neved and the property loaned bim 
Was not very valuable, As I have said, 
the detective was given.an unlmpor- 
tant case that ke might preve his worth.

Dorel & Co, knew nothing about the 
relationships between persons who 
were constantly coming to and going 
from Monte Carlo, relying entirely on, 
those, thes employed to watch theit 
cients, Havens gvas one duy ‘about ta 
enter the office of his employers when 
he met Maria.

Captain Roy Leitch ts With General 
Stal ¢f Serhian Army, 


‘The career of Capt. Roy Leitch, 
of Charlottetown, P. FB. 1, and more 
recently of Serbla, who bas just left 
Montreal to resume bis place fn the 
General Staff of the Serbian a¥my, 
Koes to illustrate that ‘the sense of 
chivalry, the {mpulse that drove Hy- 
ron ta fight for Greree, is not en: 
tirely absent from modern warfare. 
Born and educated in Prinve Edward 
Island and Nova Scotia, he earried 
off a Rhodes scholarsh{p und went 
to Oxford. Some years sspent™ in 
Switzerland together with his read- 
Jng of history, gave him a strong 
dislike of Austria-Hungary and 
when war broke out he offered his 
services in the hope that he might 
be sent to Serbia to fixbt on the 
side of the under dog.” ‘The Irit- 
ish War Office granted his request, 
and since then Captain Leltch has 
been In the thick of things In the 
Balkans, 

Somewhat seriously injured whiie 
making a rapid advance with — the 
Serbian staff. several months  axo, 
Captain Leitch was compelled to ac: 
cept leave in order to recuperate. He 
returned to Canada to receive medi- 
cal attention and to enlist, if pos- 
sible, Canadian sympathy In the 
Serbian cause. He underwent are 
fous operation and will be unable to 
resume very active service for at 
least another month. 

“I do not think it 1x possible for 
you [n thik country ‘to realize the 
condition of things in Serbia to-day," 
Captain Leitch told 2 newspaper cor- 
respondent. “You must remember 
that it {s a small country with a 
small population, and that it hus 
been at war for practically the 
whole of the Jast three years, To- 
day it is a nation at wafin the full- 
est sense of the term, 
fighting, and J mean this literally. 
Serbia's sufferings are frightful. Hap- 
pily the worst of the typbus has been 
stamped out, thanks to the American 
and English doctors, but at its worst 
it was appalling. Picture to yourself 
a Serbian village under the scourges 
of plague and war, Befote the door 
of every second house would 
standing the women, mourners for 
the dead within, chanting the death 
dirge. Perbaps in the next house 
ibere would be a group of 
soldfers dancing one of the national 
dances. And this wailing for- the 
dead, this pitiful attempt to pul the 
best face on things, went on from 
one end of the country to the other. 

“Food jn Serbia is scarce, unbe-

How a Reprieve is Arranged.

RAIN FROM A\CLEAR SKY.. 
An Alleged Phenomenon Linked With 
the Falling o¥ Dew. 

In English dictionaries we find the 
word sereln defined as a fine rain 
which sometimes falls from a clear sky 
shortly after gunsct The word |s 
French, but has become tbe interna- 
onal designation In meteorological 
works for this; aNeged phenomenon. 
which is always described as quite 
rare. ¢ 

Has tho phenomenon a reai exist- 
ence? 

The fact that a stereotyped descrip- 
tivn of jt has been passed on from one 
meteorological writer to another since 
the latter part of the elgbtcenth cen: 
ury Is by no means conclusire evidence 
on this point, for science has perpetu- 
ated many myths by the process of 
reiteration. 

Professor Gustary Hellmann. in a re- 
cent publication of the Russian Mete- 
orological institute, sees in the concep- 
tion of tbe sereln merely the survival 
of the old fashioned belief that even- 
ing dew falls from the (clear) sky, aod 



























writers was identical with that “even- 
ing dampness” which was supposed to 
be injurious to human health. 

Je still remains possible that rain 
may sometimes fal! from a clear aky, 
though this is not likely to be a pbo- 
pomenon pecullar to the early erenlog. 
Some cases can be explained as due to 
ihe oblique falling of raindrops, carried 
horizontally by the wind, when the 
clopds from which they came hare 
passed away.- 6 


Maeterlinck on Medicine, 

M. Macterlinck might almost be de- 
scribed as a poet in spite of himself.

LONDON, Jan. 25.—The OMmcial 
Press Bureau made public last night 
correspondence: between Ambassador 
Gerard at Berlin and Ambasvador 
Page at London concerning conditions 
in the interment camp at Ruhleben, 
Germany.

Wages are paid to 
certain prisoners for doing fatigue 
work. Those averse to manual labor 
sit In deck chairs, listen to concerts, 
attend the cinema and theatrical per- 
formances and play tennis, golf, crick- 
et, football, hockey, etc. z 

“The British taxpayer is paying a 
large sum in wages because the Ruh- 
leben prisoners aré unwilling to do the 
fatigue work of the camp. 

“On the other hand, captured Bri- 
tish soldiers who have been fighting 
jn the trenches are compelled to work 
in the camps. Some of them are not 
properly clothed.” 

Mr. Gerard says the soldiers have ne 
luxuries like the interned clvilians, 
whose lot Is in striking contrast.

During last summer Mr. W. FE, 
Scott, Deputy Minister of Agricul- 
ture in thé British Columbia Govern- 
ment, and \Mr. W. T. MeDonald, Hve 
stock commissioner, made a personal 
investigation of the farm and _ live 
stock possibilities of central British 
Columbia lands, after which-a mos’ 
favorable report waa made to the 
Government. A portion of Mr. 
Scott's report ts quoted as follows: 

“There have been many opinions 
expressed about the lands in Central 
British Columbia contiguous tothe 
line of the Grand Trunk Pacific, Our 
observations led us conclusively ‘to 
the opinion that this part of the Pro- 
vince is a country the future of which 
is assured os a stock raising and 
mixed farming country. 

“After leaving Prince Rupert, on 
the line of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Rallway, there { Practically no land 
sultable for agricultural purposes 
until Terrace Is reachét> 100 inilen 
from PrinceRupert.~ Here the Kit- 
sumgallum and Lakelse Valleys ex- 
tend on each side of the Skeena 
River, There is probably an area of 
250,000 acres of land jn these two 
valleys suitable for agricullure. 

“Considerable development has 
been affected lately in the Kitsumsul- 
lum Valley, The clearing here, in 
comparison with our coast districts, 
Is comparatively light. The soll fg 
Yery productive, and‘is well sulted 
for general mixed farming purposes. I 
Dairying, poultry ralsing, and small 
fruit and vegetable growing may be 
prosecuted successfully, The district 
is particularly well auited for frow- 
Ing strawberries and other small 
frults, ‘the quality of the berries be- 
ing very high and realizing good 
prices on the Prince Rupert market, 

“A very large amount of develop- 
ment work has been undertaken dur- 
ox the past year in the Bulkley Val-

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THE HUMAN FOOT. 
tn Ite Primitive State it Was Larger 
Than St Is Today. 

Artists say that-no Greek scutptet 
Would have ever dreumed of putting 
a nine Inch foot om a five and one 
half foot woman, The types for the 
clasaic marble figures were taken from 
the most perfect forms of living per- 
sons. Unquestionably the human foot, 
us represented by the nocient sculptors, 
wan larger than tbe modern one, and, 
In fact, the primitive foot uf all peoples 
whereof we have any record, eltber of 
statuary or otherwise, was consider. 
ably larger than the restricted fovt of 
modern times. 3 

The masculine foot, forming an ap- 
proximate average of four different 
countries, was about twelre inches 
Jong. This would require at Icast a 
No. 10 shoe to cover It comfortably. 
The. average masculine foot today Is 
easily fitted with a No, 84 shoe and 
1s, therefore, not above ten and seren- 
alzteenths inches. Now, by the old 
sculptural rule of proportion.2 man 
five feet nine inches jn height should 
Lave a foot eleren and one-half inches 
long. or one-sixth his helgbt.
